him bequeathed to her; but, in lieu thereof, ſhould receive One hundred Pounds 
a Year for Life, and no more: And, if any of his Daughters ſhould die unmarried, 
then he willed, that they might leave the following Sums chargeable on the Eſtates 

veathed to his Wife in Truſt, as aforeſaid, to any Brother or Siſter, or the Child 
or Children of any Brother or Siſter ; vide/icet, the ſaid Anne Bland, his Daughter, 
Five hundred Pounds, and his other Three Daughters Two hundred and Fifty Pounds 
each, and his younger Sons, the ſaid Hungerford Bland and Edward Bland, ſhould 
have the like Power of charging T wo hundred and Fifty Pounds each, if cither or 
both of them ſhould die unmarried: And he gave his Cloſe of Land, which he 
purchaſed of Milliam Barber, Part of which was then incloſed in his Park, and the 
Two Meadows adjoining, called the Pipe-Meadows, unto his Son the ſaid Sir Jobn 
Bland for his Life; Remainder to his eldeſt Son; and, in Failure of Iſſue Male by 
his ſaid Son, to ſuch Perſon as ſhould ſucceed him in the Title of Baronet: And he 
gave all his Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments, purchaſed by him before One 
thouland Seven hundred and Forty-one, unto his Son the ſaid Sir Fobn Bland for his 
Life; Remainder to his eldeſt Son, and his Iſſue Male, and the other Sons in Tail 
Male; and, failing of Ifſue Male by his Son Jobs, to ſuch Perſ;n as ſhould ſucceed 
him, or any Son ot bim, in the Title of Baronet, upon Condition that he ſhould pay 
for the purchaſed Lands and Fee-farm Rents One thouſand Pounds, towards raiſing 
the Fortunes of his Brothers and Siſters; and if he ſhould refuſe or neglect to do the 


ſame for Two Years, then he deviſed the ſume to his younger Children for their 


Lives, and the longeſt Liver of them; and, after their Deceaſe, to the eldeſt and other 
Sons of his ſaid Son John, in Tail Male; Remainder to ſuch Perſon as ſhould next 
ſucceed to the Title of Baronet, and to his Heirs Male: And he willed, that, as ſoon 
as his Debts, Legacies, and Funeral Expences, ſh-uld be diſcharged, the Term of 
Fourteen Years, granted to his Wife, ſhould ceaſe, as to all his real Eſtate compriſed 
in that Term which ſhould be then veſted in the Hands of Lord Guernſey, Sir 
Walter Wag ftaF Bagoli, Jobn Smith, John Stanhope, Thomas Pigott, and Thomas, 
Fairfax, till ſuch times as his ſaid Son Jobn ſhould have a Son of the Age of Twenty- 
one. Years, to whom they ſhould tizen deliver up the Poſſeſſion of all his real Eſtate 
compriſed in their Truſt, with all the Arrears and Profits that ſhould have accrued 
before that Time; with this Proviſo, that he ſhould intail all the ſaid real Eſtates on 
ſuch Son of one of his Brothers (if he ſhould have no Son who ſhould arrive at the 
Age of Twenty-one Years) who ſhould come next to the Title of Baronet : And, in

And whereas the ſaid Teſtator, after the Death of his ſaid Son Edward, vide 
licet, on the Fifth Day of April One thouſand Seven hundred and Forty-three, 
made a Codicil to his ſaid Will; and thereby gave to the ſaid Hungerford Bland the

And whereas by a Decree, or Decretal Order, of the High Court of Chancery, 
made the Twenty-fourth Day ot February One thouſand Seven hundred and Forty. 
five, in Two ſeveral Cauſes, in one of which the ſaid Hungerford Bland, Ann: 
Bland, Elizaleth Bland, Frances Bland, and Charlotte Mary Bland, were Com- 
e and the faid Sir Zobn Bland the Son, Lady Frances Eland, Widow, 

ir Hildebrand Jacob, Baronet, Charles Peters, and Anne his Wife, and others, De- 
fendants ; and, in the other of which Cauſes, the ſaid Sir Hildebrand Jacob was Com- 
Plainant, and the ſaid Lady Frances Bland, Sir Fobn Bland the Son, Hungerford 
Bland, Anne Bland, Elizabeth Bland, Frances Bland, Charlotte Mary Bland, and 
others, Defendants ; after ſtating or ſetting forth to the Effect herein before-recited, 
it was declared, by the Court, That the Wills of the ſaid Sir Fobn Bland the Grand- 
father, and Dame Anne Bland, and the Will and Codicil of the ſaid Sir John Bland 
the Father, were well proved, and ought to beeſtabliſhed, and the Truſts of the ſaid 
Will of the ſaid Sir Jobn Bland the Father performed: And it was further ordered, 
That Mr. Sawyer, one of the Maſters of the ſaid Court, ſhould take an Account of 
the ſaid Teſtator's perſonal Eſtate not ſpecifically bequeathed, come to the Hands of 
the ſaid Lady Frances Bland his Adminiſtratrix, or of any other Perſon for her Uſe ; 
And it was further ordered, That the Eſtate of the ſaid Sir Fobn Bland the Father, in 
Pontefraft and Water-Fryſton, ſhould be ſold to the beſt Purchaſer, to be approved of 
by the ſaid Maſter, and the Money ariſing thereby carried to the Account of his per- 
ſonal Eſtate: And it was further ordered, That the ſaid Maſter ſhould compute In- 
tereſt after the Rate aforeſaid for the ſaid One thouſand Pounds from the End of Two 
Years after the Death of the ſaid Sir Jobn Bland the Father; and that the ſa'd Sir Fobn 
Bland the Son ſhould pay the ſame, which was to be applied towards raiſing his 
ſaid Brothers and Siſters Portions ; and the faid Maſter was alſo to take an Account 
of the Debts, and Funeral Expences, of the ſaid Sir John Bland the Father, and of 
the Legacies and Annuities bequeathed by his ſaid Will and Codicil; and was to 
compure Intereſt on the ſaid Legacies at Four per Centum per Annum from the Time 
they reſpectively carry Intereſt; and the ſaid Teſtator's perſonal Eſtate was to be 
applied in a Courſe of Adminiſtration : And it was further ordered, That the ſaid 
Maſter ſhould take an Account of the Rents and Profits of the real Eſtate of the

Payment of his Debts, Funeral Expences, Legacies, and Annuities, that had ac- 
crued due ſince his Death, which had been received by the ſaid Lady Frances Bland; 
and thereour ſo much of the Annuities given by the ſaid Teſtator's Will, and the 
Arrears thereof, and ſo much of the ſaid Teſtator's Debts, and groſs Legacies, and 
the Intereſt thereof, as ſhould not be paid out of the ſaid Teſtator's perſonal Eſtate, 
were to be ou and kept down out of the Reſidue of the Rents and Profits of the 


ſaid Truſt-Eſtate, after paying and keeping down the Intereſt of the ſaid Four thou- 
ſand Pounds, and T wo thouland Pounds : And the Court declared, That the faid Sir 
Jobn Bland the Son, as Heir at Law to the ſaid Sir Jobn Bland the Father, was 
intitled to the Surplus of the Rents and Profits of the ſaid Truſt-Eflate after the 
Payment of ſuch Intereſt, and the Arrears, and growing Payments of the ſaid An- 
nuities, and the ſaid Teſtator's Debts, Funeral Expences, and pecuniary Legacies, 
not ſatisfied out of his perſonal Eſtate, or had or ſhould incur during the Conti- 
nuance of the ſaid Term of Fourteen Years mentioned in his Will, and alſo to ſuch 
Surplus-Rents and Profits as ſhould incur after the End of the ſaid Term until he 
ſhould have a Son burn (as being undiſpoſed of by the Will of the ſaid Sir John 
Bland the Father); and the ſame was to be paid to him accordingly : And as to the 
Rents of the ſaid Truſt Eſtate, which ſhould ariſe, and become due after the ſaid 
Sir Jabn Bland the Son ſhould have a Son born, ſuch Son, or any of the Parties, 
were to be at Liberty to apply to the Court touching the ſame, and the Convey- 
ance of the Truſt-Eſtate from the Truſtees, when ſuch Son ſhould be born; and the 
ſaid Truſtees, declining to act in the ſaid Truſt, were ordered to aſſign the ſame 
to new Truſtees, to be appointed by the ſaid Maſter: And the faid Plaintiffs, the

And whereas the ſaid Sir Fobn Bland the Son did, in Eaſter Term One 
thouſand Seven hundred and Forty fix, ſuffer a common Recovery of the ſeveral 
Manors, Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments, in the County of 7%rk, com- 
priſed in the faid Marriage-Settlement of the T wenty-ninth Day of S-7tember One 
thouſand Seven hundred and Sixteen, and thereby intailed upon, and eſted in him 
as eldeſt Son of that Marriage; and thereby, and by other Aſſurance in the Law, 
became ſeiſed of the Inheritance of the ſame Manors, Lands, Tenements, and He- 
reditaments, in Fee-limple : 


And whereas the ſaid Sir Fobn Bland the Son, on the Twenty-ſeventh Day 
of July One thouſand Seven hundred and Forty-eight, preferred his Petition unto 
the Lord High Chancellor, ſetting forth (amongſt other Things) the faid Decree, 
r Decretal Order, to the Effect herein before-recited ; and alſo letting forth, That 
e Plaintiff Charlotte Mary Bland was dead, whereby her Legacy was determined;

been paid as far as che ſame had grown due; and that all his Debts had been paid 
and] that the Premiſes at Pontefrat and Water-Fry ſton which were held by the ſaid 
Teſtator Sir John Bland the Father, by Leaſe for a Term of Years, had been ſold 
beſqre the Maſter for One thouſand One hundred and Twenty Pounds; and that 
neither of the faid Plaintiffs, Aune Bland and Frances Bland, were yet married; and 

| conſequently 
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conſequently neither of the ſaid Legacies were become payable ; and that the ſaid 
Hunger ford Hland continuing unmarried, the ſaid Legacy of Two thouſand Pounds, 
given to him by the ſaid Codicil, was not become payable ; and it was uncertain 
whether ſuch Legacies would ever become payable; and that there being much 
more Monry in the ſaid Receivers, or Lady Fr ances's, Hands, than was ſufficient to 
diſcharge all the Legacies given by the ſaid Teſtator's Will, which were become 
due, and had not been paid, except the ſaid Legacy of Two thouſand Five hun- 
dred Founds to the ſaid Hungerferd Bland; and the ſaid Sums of Four thouſand 
Found*, and Two thouſand Pounds, making together Six thouſand Pounds, being a 
Charge on the Inheritance of the ſaid Manor of Vithington, and ſome other Parts of 
the, ſaid Truſt-Eſtate, and being directed by the ſaid Decree to be raiſed by a Sale 
or Mortgage of the ſaid Truſt-Eſtate, there was nothing remaining to be raiſed 
and paid out of the ſaid Truſt-Eſtate, before the ſaid Petitioner had a Right 
to be let into the Poſſeſſion thereof, according to the Directions of the laid 
Decree, but the faid Legacy of Two thouſand Five hundred Puunds to the ſaid 
Hungerford Bland, and the, ſaid other ſmall Legacies, and the ſaid contingent Le- 
gacies, and the growing Payments of the ſaid ſeveral Annuities, and the growing 
Intereſt of the ſaid Six thouſand Pounds, until the ſame ſhould be raiſed by Sale of 
Part of the ſaid Eſtate, and the Coſts of the ſaid Suits; and that, upon the Peti- 
tioner's being permitted to retain, to his own Uſe, ſuch Parts of the ſaid Teſtator's 
perional Eſtate as were applicable to the DireCtions of the ſaid Decree, to the Pay- 
ment of the ſaid Teſtator's Debts and Legacies, and were then in the Hands of the 
ſaid Lady Frances Bland, or of the Petitioner, or any other Perſon ; and alſo what

ſecured unto, and for the Benefit of, the ſaid Lady Frances Band, for her Lite; 
and of, from, and againſt, all Remedies, Powers, Terms for Years, ,and other 
Proviſions, given, granted, and provided, in and by the ſaid Marriage Settlement, 
for the ſecuring, recovering, or enforcing the Payment ot the ſame. 


1P2ovided always, and it is hereby Enacted and Declared, That nothing 
herein contained ſhall extend, or be conſtrued to extend, to releaſe, extinguiſh, or 
defeat, the ſaid Annuity or yearly Rent-charge of Eight hundred Pounds, or any 
Part thereof, or the Remedies, Powers, Eſtates, Interetts, or Proviſions, given and 
granted to, provided for, and veſted in, the ſaid Lady Franc's Bland, or any 
| Perſon or Perſons in Truſt for her, ſo far forth as the ſame Remedies, Powers, 
Eſtates, Intereſts, and Proviſions, or any of them, do reſpectively charge or affect 
the Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments, and Premiſes, in the County of Lanc iter, 
by virtue of or under the ſaid recited Marriage Settlement; but that the ſame Lands, 
Tenements, Hereditaments, and Premiſes in the County of Lancaſter, ſhall, from
